Some QoiuehoU Bights of Women. 


No one who has not been tried can 


inugine the discomfort end trouble 
that result horn irregularity in regard 
to meals. The whole business of the 
day it broken up by the tardiness of 
part of the members of the family, and 
it is unjust to practice, and yet many 
men who would chafe and fret if their 
basinets was delayed, never give a 
thought to the fact that it is just as in- 
convenient for theii wives to wait as it 
is for them. Order is the first law of 
nature, and should be the same in fam- 
ilies. A regular day and hour for spe- 
cial purposes makes housework easier 
and far more pleasant; and this order 
should be recognized by each individual 
in the family, and it is the mistress' 
privilege to insist upon her rights in 
this respect. Again, the various con- 
trivances for improvements for making 
household work less laborious, and 
thereby saving time and strength, 
should be considered as great a necessi- 
ty in the house as upon the farm.

woman does not grudge the money ex 
pended for machinery in carrying on 
the business of the farm, and if she did 
it would pnbably make no difference, 
and it is just that she, too, should avail 
herself of the helps that lighten the 
labors of her department. 
Spirits of 


ammonia is as useful in expediting the 
tiresome business of house-cleaning, as 
a mowing machine is in doing the work 
of haying and it does not cost a tenth 
as much; yet how very few housewives 
ever think of availing themselves of its 
existence, because, forsooth, it oosta so 
much. And just the same with other 
articles of utility, and a wife will make 
a martyr of herself by scrubbing and 
working, even unto death, to save a 
little expense. It is a woman's privi- 
lege, too, to have resting hours. 
The 


law of custom allows men an hour's 
nooning eaeh working day, but where 
does a woman's nooning come iu? No 
one ever thinks of letting the dinner 
table stand while a little rest is taken, 
and it is just as needful for women to 
rest from their labors as men, and if 
they could only assert their privilege 
they could, as a matter of course, enjoy 
it 
Men are not at all bashful about 


claiming their rights and privileges, 
and there is no mortal reason why wo- 
men should not do the same, when 
their health and comfort demand it. 
They will fret over their tasks, com- 
plain of the thoughtlessness of the men 
and boys, but do not do the first thing 
to help themselves or make any change 
for the better; and in fact, husbands 
and fathers do not think about it—that 
is just where the trouble lies. 
They 


have no idea that they arc hard task- 
masters; it is really no special design 
on their part; their attention has not 
been called to the matter. It is simply 
because women do not like to call their 
attention to it, that men are so heed 
less of their needs and comfort, and it 
lies in the hand of women themselves 
in a great measure whether they wil 
make their work eaiy by claiming the 
privileges which are rightly theirs.—

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The Col- 


ored Exodus Committee heard Warner 
C. Fearing, colored Secretary of the 
Emigrant Aid Society and an employe 
in the Washington executive offices, 
who testified that he had recently 
heard many reports of dissatisfaction 
among the colored people of North 
Carolina and a desire to emigrate. Had 
also heard that the blacks were highly 
pleased with their Indiana homes. 


Mr. Oting, colored Principal of How- 


ard University, testified that he had 
been in North Carolina frequently of 
late years, and was now identified with 
the emigration movement. 
When the 


blacks were fleeing from oppression to 
St. Louis, en route to Kansas, a meet- 
ing of the national emigrant aid society 
was held to aid them, and it was sug- 
gested thcrs that the tide had partly 
diverted from one State (Kansas), and 
that it would be well to send a portion 
to Indiana, that being a doubtful State. 
Witness Oting alone protested against 
using his people as political tools, a 
uss which in the South had not redound- 
ed to their advantage; for the Ku-Klux 
had plied them with buckshot, and they 
received no protection from tho national 
government. Witness, therefore, with- 
drew from the society. lie had relia- 
ble information that the colored men 
in North Carolina had been deluded by 
Perry, Williams and Taylor, who prom- 
ised the ignorant blacks that the United 
States would aid and pay them wages 
regularly, give them clothing, etc. The 
first batch who went were well received 
and their letters to their fi lends started 
a general e\odus. 
Witness declared 


that the sentiment of all intelligent 
colored tncn and every colored paper in 
North Carolina opposed the exodus. 
There was liberal 
provision in the 


State for the education of the colored 
people in schools and elemosynary in- 
stitutions. He {declared he never saw 
such poor, ignorant colored people in 
North Carolina as he saw in Oberlin, 
Ohio, the Paradise of colored people. 
Colored men are thriving, industrious, 
and often rich in the South. 


Senator Blair will cross-examine the 


witness Friday. 
Adjourned.

Here is an unecdote told me by my 


father, who was a great admirer of 
Clay's, and who was an eye-witness of 
the scene. It Las never appeared in 
print, at least to my knowledge, and 
for its truth 1 can vouch. When Henry 
Clay ran for the first time for congress 
he was billed to address an assembly in 
open air. 
A vast crowd had convened 


to hear the young orator, and conspicu- 
ous above all rose the tall form of Jim 
Burnim, a rough, with an unenviable 
reputation, and a great personal enemy 
of Clay's, owing to repeated, defeats 
sustained by him from Clay in his polit- 
ical aspirations. 


When Clay had commenced his ad- 


dress Burnim plae«d himself directly 
opposite him in the crowd, and annoyed 
the speaker continually by interrup- 
tions and personal remarks, but chiefly 
by hissing every good point Clay pro- 
duced. 
No matter how smooth and 


lucid his stream of oratory might be or 
how forcible his argumeut, Burnirn was 
ready at the finish with his insulting 
hiss. This continued mntil Clay could 
stand it no longer, and when, after a 
pungent thrust at the mortality of the 
anti-federalists, he was greeted with 
the indomitable howl of Burnim's, he 
turned savagely to him and with flash- 
ing eyes delivered this cutting speech: 


° Mr. Burnim," said he, "when your 


last hour has come, and your evil, sin- 
ful soul has sought the dark shades of 
hell; when standing there before 
its 


sulphurous gates, your spirit, charred 
with s':n, awaits admittance, 
Satan 


:lowing in his crimson majesty, shall 
ask his vassals gathered around him 
who it is that stands outside his por 
tals. and when he's told that you are 
there, he'll rise, and with a look of 
dark disgust, cry to his waiting mcni 
als: 'Qo, take the slave and burn him 
till Im hiss1'"
